Rome 
of them have been nearly as prom­ 
inent before the public as the con­ 
demned men themselves, and were 
apparently as deeply imhuded with 
the principles of anarchy. 
Com- 
paratively little is k nown of others 
of the women. 
Such an one is the 
sweetheart of Lingg. The past life 
of the bomb mak er has been a mys­ 
tery until recently. 
It is now 
k nown that he was engaged to a 
girl named Eda Mueller, who lives 
at 405 Wells St., Chicago, with a 
family named Fried el. 
They did 
not meet until after Lingg w.is ar­ 
rested, the girl, with the Friedels, 
visiting the jail because they were 
interested in the anarchists. 
Ac­ 
quaintance ripened into love, and 
Lingg promised to marry the girl 
upon his release, which he expect­ 
ed to secure. 
For a time Miss 
Mueller had a rival in Miss FriadeJ. 
Lingg was a native of Mauheim, a 
town of 40,000 inhabitants in the 
grand duchy 
of 
Baden. 
Miss 
Mueller was very 
much in love 
with Lmgg and tried hard to in- i 
duce him to sign a petition to the 
Governor. 
It had been said that 
Miss Mueller furnished the bombs 
which were found in Lingg’s cell, 
but she now denies this. 
She 
“ wanted him to live.’* 
Nina Van Zandt is too well 
k nown to require extended men­ 
tion. 
Ever since her notorious 
marriage by proxy” to her con­ 
demned^ lover she has been a con- 
ctant visitor to his cell, apparentlv 
regarding herself as his 
lawful 
wife. 
During the past 10days she 
was not allowed to visit him. 
Schwab’s family consists of a 
wife 
and 
five 
children. 
Mrs. 
Schwab is a sister of Rudolph 
Schnaudren, who is supposed to 
have thrown the fatal bomb. 
She 
lvVds 
a p!easant residence on 
Hudson av. 
Her oldest child, Ida, 
is nearly 4; Rudolph, named for 
her fugitive brother, is 2. 
Both 
are very attractive and have sj*nt 
a great deal of time in the county 
jaiJ. 
Mrs. Schwab is quiet and 
reserved and says that as far as 
she understands she is a socialist, 
though not an anarchist. 
Mri. Fiplden is an Englishwo­ 
man, and seems to bo in strange 
company. 
She is blue ered, very 
practical, and not at all imbued 
with anarchistic ideas. 
Fielden 
himself was a Methodist preacher 
in England but fell into bad com­ 
pany in Chicago. 
Of the two 
children Alice is 5 and Samuel 1 
year old. 
Engel has a wife and a family of 
grown up children. 
Mrs. Lucy Parsons is as much an 
anarchist as her husband. 
She is 
a native of Texas with a strain of 
Mexican blood. 
She has along 
advised her husband not to appeal 
for extended clemency. 
She has 
two children, Lulu, a bright girl 
of 10, and Albert aged 7.

BIG LAND SALE. 
It is understood that the N orth­ 
ern Pacific has just closed a con­ 
tract for the sale of 130,000 acres 
of timber laud in Minnesota, lying 
along their line of road between 
range 26 and Lak e Superior.

Henry M. Stanley and Ayoub Khan, 
both reported killed a short time ago, 
are alive, in good health and indus­ 
triously adding to their already fa 
mous records, one in Africa and the 
other in Asia.

Henry George and Dr. McGlynn have 
given up all hope of making converts 
among the farmers of New York, and 
will devote their time during the re­ 
mainder of this campaign to preach­ 
ing the erratic gospel of land taxation 
to the people of New York and a few- 
other cities.

The Moscow Gazette has created a 
feeling of uneasiness in certain quar­ 
ters by declaring that "Russia, as well 
as France, can now say: 
‘We are 
ready.*” 
Unfortunately, however,for 
Russia, Germany, Austria and Italy 
may say that they also are ready’. It 
looks now, notwithstanding the aj>- 
parent peacefulness of the situation, 
more as though war might soon occur 
than it nas lor a long time. 


The serious, perhaps fata!, illness ol 
Florence Nightingale is reported. 
Her 
life,which began in 1820, has been spent 
in philanthropic work, but the world 
will especially treasure her memory 
because of the humane service which 
she rendered in connection with the 
Crimean war. The names and achive- 
ments of the generals in that great 
war are alm ost forgotten, while the 
name of Florence Nightingale will be 
remembered for generations to come. 


A prominent citizen of St. Louis, 
who had frequented the police court 
and heard accounts of the brutal 
treatment of women by their hus­ 
bands, is strongly in favor of the es­ 
tablishment of the whipping post as a 
means of punishment for such offend­ 
ers in that state. One may question 
his statement that Delaware, a whip­ 
ping post eommon-w’ealth, has the best 
regulated society in tne Union, but 
scarcely the fitness of laying the lash 
to the back of the wife beater. 


It appears that the passengers and 
baggage of the probably cholera-infect­ 
ed steamer Independents, are scattered 
far and wide over the country. 
If any 
of this baggage shall escape destruc­ 
tion or thorough fumigation in may 
spread the seeds of cholera in this 
country next year, 
and there are 
many chances that it will not be dis­ 
covered. The negligence of the New’ 
York State quarantine authorities in 
this case can not be too severely con­ 
demned. 


Large consignments of whisky ot 
American manufacture sent to Ger­ 
many for storage two years ago are 
now returning on the European steam ­ 
ships, the freight both ways and the 
storage being considerably less 
than 
the cost ol keeping the liquors in bond­ 
ed warehouses in this country. During 
the summer the owners of large dis­ 
tilleries shipped their products 
to 
Bremem and other ports for storage 
and to avoid onerous revenue charges. 
Much of the whisky exported is now 
being returned, the limit of time it is 
allowed to remain out of the country 
having expired. 


The Georgia Legislature has adjourn 
ed, alter a session of 147 days. 
The 
most important action of the session, 
so far as outsiders are concerned, is 
the action that was not taken; in oth­ 
er words, the final defeat of the Glenn 
bill, which proposed to punish with 
the chain-gang any person w ho should 
teach white and black children togeth­ 
er. An appeal to the prejudice against 
"social equality” carried this measure 
through the House with a sweep, but 
the sober second thought of the.Sen- 
ate defeated it, and the session lapsed 
Without agreement upon any substi­ 
tute between the two branches.

10, 9 :00 a. m .—Louis 


Lingg, the bom b maker, has just com ­ 


m itted suicide by 
shooting himself 


through the head while he was in his 


cell in the cou n ty jail. 


Lingg has always been regarded as 


the m ost desperate anarchist of the 


lot. 
It was he who manufactured the 


bombs for the Hay market riot and in 


whose cell the bombs were found last 


Sunday. 


How he secured the weapon with 


which the deed was committed is a 


mystery as his cell and clothing was 
again thoroughly searched and to all 
appearances the guards 
th e 
front of his cell 
everv minute.

have watched him 


T old in Detail. 
Louis Lingg, the true arch-anarchist 
and 
‘ human tiger,” attem pted to 
commit suicide in his cell at five min­ 
utes before 9 o ’clock this morning by 
blowing his face to pieces with a can­ 
dle loaded with dynamite and a ful­ 
minating cap. 
His face was blown 
out of all semblance of human shape. 
The violent act was affected with a 
candle loaded with dynamite. 
He lit 
the wick and placed the candle in his 
mouth. 
Lingg had acted about as usual all 
the morning, and there was no reason 
to exjiect any event so startling. At 
the time mentioned, a report startled 
everyone in the jail. Mr. Osborne, the 
death watch, 
at once located the 
sound in Lingg’s cell. 
The door was 
opened instantly,and Lingg was found 
lying on his back. The cell was spat­ 
tered with blood, and ^lie air was 
heavy with smoke and the smell of 
dynamite. The explosion was heard 
all over the jail, where 
it echoed 
through the corridors and cells with a 
hollow "boom ,” and for a moment 
there was alm ost a pamc. 
The bleeding but yet breathing body 
was carried into the jail office and Dr. 
Fenger summoned. 
He, with other 
physicians, 
at once took steps to 
stem the last flowing life tide and had 
some hope of saving his life for the 
hangman. Parsons was at once tak­ 
en out of his cell and searched. 
A 
andle, loaded in a similar manner to 
the one used, was found in Lingg’s 
cell. 
The tallow had been poured 
around a dynamite catrridge. These 
candies had been passed into the jail 
and might have been used by all the 
men so far as is known. 
Everything in the cell was in great 
disorder and spatted with blood. 
A 
representative of the United Press 
met Miss Van Zandt at the door and 
told her what Lingg had done. 
She j 
staggered back a step, 
pressed her 
hand to her heart, 
and 
gasped, 
"What? ” 
Upon being assured that 
it was indeed true she 
exclaimed 
with great agitation: 
* My God! Has 
it come to this? ” The deputy sheriffs 
and bailiffs were so excited that they 
hardly knew what to do. 
Lingg was a horrible sight. 
He 
looked calmly at those around him, 
but of course could not talk. 
Dr. 
Gray thinks he will recover, but it 
will take a long time and he will never 
be able to speak. 
Sheriff Mattson 
says the wounded man will be hanged 
tomorrow, if alive then, 
unless the 
governor shall reprive him. 
Immediately after the explosion, ! 
Deput y O’Neil rushed into Lingg’s cell, 
which was completely envelojied in 
smoke. 
There 
he 
found 
the 
young anarchist lying on his back 
with great holes in his head, from 
which the blood was rushing in tor­ 
rents. 
He was at once carried into 
the jail office and placed on a table. 
He was still breathing faintly, and 
while I)r. Gray was examining him, he 
coughed slightly,and the blood poured 
forth again from his terrible wounds 
and from his mouth and nose. The 
physician said the man could but live 
an hour or so at the most, and he ex­ 
pects his death every minute. 
After awhile J ailer Folz made an ex­ 
amination of the cell. On the floor he 
found a shell of a fulminating cap. j 
The sheriff said there had undoubtedly 
been dynamite in it. The supposit ion 
that the man put the shell in his 
mouth, and deliberately applied the 
candle ilame is undoubtedly correct. 
The explosion was terrific. It startled 
the officials, who thought it was a 
bomb, the noise was so great. The 
shell was so small as to have allowed 
the smuggling of it into the jail with­ 
out trouble. 
At 10:15 I)r. Gray made a further 
exam ination and found that the ti- 
sues of the throat, the neck and front 
of the jaw had been torn away. 
He 
administered stim ulants, but 
th**y 
failed to rouse the man, yet the doc­ 
tor states now that there is a faint 
possibility,that Lingg may yet recover. 


D A K O T A IN D IA N A F F A IR S . 


In d ia n A g e n ts of D akota R eport the 
P ro g re s s in V a rio u s 
D ire ctio n s 
M a d e by T h e ir W a rd s. 
Following are some of the point« made 
by Indian agent» regarding the fnrifans un­ 
der their charge in Dakota. Maj. Ander 
Son, at Crow Creek, writes: 
During last spring and early summer 
fifty-four brood marc» and thirty yoke of 
oxen (one-half for Crow Creek and one- 
half for Lower Brule) 
were 
furnished 
for 
issue. 
The 
goodl 
result 
of 
placing the oxen is already seen bj- the 
amount of sod that has been turned and 
the advantage in material wealth will 
Ikj 
shown us to brood mares in due time. 
This stock was all given to tho moat de­ 
serving Indian» as reward 
of merit to 
tho» e who have made the l» e» t prog re« » in 
farming and care of stock. The census of 
the Crow Creek and Lower Brule agen­ 
cies is placed as follow s: 
C.’ow Tree— The ceriHtiM of J une 30 la» t 
s owg a population of 1,103 Indians and 
mixed blood, of whom about one hundred 
are Santee, ' Lower Brule. Yankton« and 
half-breeds, the balance being Lower Yank- 
tonais Sioux. 
Lower Brule--The census of J une 30 
shows a population of 1,237 Indians nod 
mixed bloods, of whom about seventy-five 
are half breeds, with a few Yanktons and 
Lower Yanktonais Sioux. 
Of the surveys and allotm ents at Devil’s 
Lake, Major Gramsie says: 
Last year three townships wercsubdivid- 
ed inti» forty-acre trnrt» . 
Feveral allot­ 
ments were made, but I was ordered to 
cease making allotments, as it was derided 
that under the recent Dawes’ bill allot­ 
ments must be made by a special agent as­ 
sisted by the regular agent. In making 
the allotm ents I only allowed to heads 
ot families and 
person« of twenty one 
years of age, ns these Indians will not ac­ 
cept only eighty acres to ¡» ersuns over 
eighteen and under twenty-one, and forty 
acres to children under eighteen, und I 
think they are perfectly right; for is not a 
boy of seventeen more justly entitled to a 
farm of 100 acres than an old man or 
woman of eighty, who will never cultivate 
u farm *f they had 1,00b acres? ” 
TIIE TCHTI.E MOUNTAIN AOEJ iCY. 
Of the Turtle mountain agency, 
the 
farmer in charge says; 
The censiiH taken in J une finds 153 fam­ 
ilies. 8 17 individuals, mixed blood speak­ 
ing Frenchi English, Cree and Chippewa; 
83 families, 300 individuals, 
full bloods, 
speaking Cree and Chippewa, a total of 
1,120 people; this shows a decrease in 
number from the report of 1886, as I drop 
from the roster all not living within the 
limits « if the reserve, exept fifteen families 
of full bloods residing at Dunseith. 
Of school matters at the Fort Berthold 
agency, Agent Gifford says: 
The available school material of this 
agency has been transferred to Fort Stev­ 
enson school, 
seventeen miles distant, 
with the exception of a few that have l» een 
run in at the mission school at the agency. 
A large majority of our children of school 
age are at school .vet. Tho Indians have 
it firmly impressed upon their minds that 
the time has come when they must do for 
themselves by cultivating the soil, and 
the infirm and alm ost helpless are per­ 
mitted to retain their children old enough 
to work. 
Agent Gallagher, at Pine Ridge, makes a 
very interceding report, especially in regard 
to new census and correspondingrsdaction 
of rations: 
I assumed charge of the Pine 
Ridgs 
agency Oct. 1, 18 8 6. 
Arriving hen* on 
Sept. 29, I was present the following day 
at the taking of the census by actual count. 
The manner of taking it prevented any­ 
thing like fraud, ami I am sure showed the 
actual number of Indians belonging to tho 
agency present at the time the count was 
made. The large reduction in the number 
of Indians at the agency shown by this 
count irom that previously reported, i. e.. 
2,770, « ns a matter of some surprise. 
To 
the Indian it was a source of profound 
regret and when the beef ration was short­ 
ened to correspond to the new order of 
things his waitings were loud and continu­ 
ous. The annual census of Sioux Indians 
was taken J une 30, and is as follows: 
Cheyennes, 103 families; 71 males over 
eighteen, 8 3 under; female» over fourteen 
years. 111; under fourteen 
years, 58; 
total. 323; both sexes, between six and 
sixteen years, 64. Ogallalla Sioux, 1,167 | 
families: males over eighteen years, 9 91; \ 
under eighteen years, 040; females over 
fourteen 
years, 1,471; 
under fourteen 
years, 78G; total, all ages, 4.107; both sex ! 
es, between six and sixteen years. 007. 
j 
Mixed bloods, 108 families; males over 18 
years, 1 10; under eighteen years, 102; fe- = 
males over fourteen years. 86; under four­ 
teen ^earw, 164; total, all ages. 462; both 
sexes l» etween six and sixteen years, 126. j 
We received during the year 150 brood < 
mares and 150 milch cow« .

All the children within a radius of four 
miles from the school are enumerated to 
aggregate the total belonging to a princi­ 
pal camp, and while the average [>er capi­ 
ta attendance of children residing within 
the range of school privileges is, I am in 
formed, greater than at any other agency, 
these divisions are simply the result of 
constant effort. Only in isolated cases 
can credit be attached to Mr. and Mrs. Lo. 
There are camps on this agency on which 
the mere mention of a prospective school 
operates like 
a red flag on an enrage« !

The 
provisions of the net of 18 8 7 allowing 
bona fide purchasers from railroad com 
panies to ptirriiase from the Unite« ! Htates 
at government prices lands within the rail­ 
road grant« not conveyed to or for the use 
of the railroad compani« *« . but which were 
excepted from the <q» eration of the grants, 
is construed by this oltice to relate ex­ 
clusively to lands in granted limits and 
not 
to 
lands 
in 
indemnity 
limits. 
The

granted 
lands, 
nor are they lands except« » ! from the 
operations of the grants; and purchasers of 
such lands from the railroad companies 
are not purchasers in good faith in a legal 
sense. 
Some title vests in a railroad com­ 
pany to granted lands by virtue of the 
grant, but no such title vests in indemnity 
lands. These must las patented ami rerti-j 
tied before a railroad company has any­ 
thing to convey in res|>ect to such lands. 
Personswho purchase lands within indemni­ 
ty limits before they have b« *en patented or 
certified to the company, do so at their 
own risk, and must look to their venders for 
remedy against want of title, and not to 
the l'nite« | States government. 
Purchasers 
after patent, whether of grant« « ! «»r indem­ 
nity lands, are protected by the act of 
1887, whether » ettiers or not.

Sketches #f Its Members. 


T h e Supreme Court of th e I nited 
States is th e h igh est auth ority on 
questions of law or equity in th e gov­ 
ernm ent. 
It h as original jurisdiction 
an all cases affecting embassadors or 
public m inisters and consuls, and in 
th ose in wh ich a state sh all be a party. 
It h as apellate jurisdiction in all cases 
--of an adm iralty and maritime ch arac­ 
ter in controversies 
to wh ich th e 
United States sh all be a party, between 
citizens of different states; 
between 
citizens of th e same state claiming 
lands under grants of different states; 
between th e citizens of a state and 
foreign states, citizens or subjects. 
In 
a word, its jurisdiction extends to all 
cases in law or equity arising under 
th e constitution or laws of th e United 
states and treaties made or wh ich sh all 
be m ade under th eir auth ority. 
i Th is body is composed a t present of 
one ch ief justice and eigh t associate 
justices, wh en th e bench is full. 
As 
th ere is a vacancy existing, th ere are 
now but seven associates. 
I h e mem­ 
bers of th is court are appointed by th e 
I ’resident by and with th e consent of 
th e Senate of th e U nited States, th eir 
term being for life, or during good 
beh avior. 
Th e salary is for th e ch ief 
justice, $ 10,500 per annum , and for 
each of th e assistant justices, $ 10,000 
per annum . 
Th e term s of th e court 
are h eld 
quarterly at W ash ington 
City in th e old Senate ch ambers of th e 
U nited States. 
In session th is is om 
of th e m ost dignified bodies in. th 
world. 


Steph en J. Field, one of th e Asso­ 
ciate Justices of th e Supreme Court of 
th e United States, was born in H ad­ 
dam, Connecticut, in 1816 
He after­ 
wards removed to New 5 ork and 
studied law with h is broth er David 
Dudley Field. 
In 1849 h e removed to 
California and in 1850 was elected a 
member of th e I/egis*ature of th at 
State. 
In 1857 h e was elected a judge 
of th e State Supreme Court. 
In 1859 
h e was ch osen Ch ief Justice of Cali­ 
fornia. 
In 1863 h e was appointed by 
President Lincoln to th e position h e 
now h olds. 
Justice Field is th e th ird 
member of th e court in h is lis t year.

Samuel F. Miller, ODe of th e Asso­ 
ciate J ustices of th e Supreme Court of 
th e U nited States, was born at Rich ­ 
mond, in th e State of Kentucky, April 
5, 1816. 
He was educated at T ran­ 
sylvania University 
in th at State; 
studied medicine 
began to practice,

and became a lawyer. Adopting em an­ 
cipation views in 1848, h e found th e 
surroundings uncomfortable, and in 
1850 h e removed to th e newr State of 
Iowa.

This he a-k ed the hunter to par­ 
tak e of, who tasted it and remark ed that 
there was something wroag with the 
mixture, but Chiddeck said it was all 
right and took a big drink of it. 
Im ­ 
mediately after tak ing his drink the 
hunter said he felt a peculiar sensation 
about the heart and in his limbs and 
after ly ing down a while he felt his 
joints stiffening. 
He got up and moyed 
around and the feeling left him, hut 
Chiddeck began to complain and call'd 
for water and finally got up and ate 
something after which he said he fcit 
greatly relieved and again retired to his 
bunk . 
In a short time he roused up and 
called to his companion say ing “ I’m 
gone, 
tak e 
my hand,” 
repeating it 
several lime, and before any thing could 
be done be was dead. On look ing at 
the bottle in which Chiddeck had mixed 
the alcohol in be found that it had 
previously 
contained 
a q uantity 
of 
aconite, but whether there was any in 
at that time he did not k now, but pro­ 
bably there was and that the drink he 
took k illed him. 
Coroner Camp decided 
that no inq uest was necessary and the 
remains were buried in the potter’s field. 
The deceased came from New Bruns­ 
wick where we are informed he has a 
family . 


T hat Herd Law. 
It was well k nown that a herd law for 
some portion of Cass county was passed 
by the last legislature, but what terri­ 
tory it covered, or what its provisions 
were no one seemed to k now. 
We have 
just oblatmed a copy cf the law and are 
able to state, for tbe benefit of the par­ 
lies interested, that the law applies to 
township 133 in range 29 only , and for­ 
bids the runningat large of cattle, horses, 
sheep, swine, etc., unless properly herded, 
from April 1st to October 31st in &Dy 
y ear. The law mak es persons who Buffer 
their stock to run at large contrary to said 
act, liable for all damages, and gives 
owners or occupants of lands upon winch 
cattle, etc., arc found trespassing, the 
right to restrain such cattle without re­ 
gard to the sufficiency of fences; and 
when such distress is made, the damage 
is to be appraised, the cattle disposed of 
and such action tak en in the premises as 
is provided by the general statutes re­ 
lating to distraining beasts doing dam­ 
age.

Considerable interest naturally 
attaches to the families of the con­ 
demned anarchists, and the sw eet­ 
hearts of the unmarried ones. Some 
of them have been nearly as prom­ 
inent before the public as tile con­ 
demned men themselves, and were 
apparently ag deeply imbuded with 
the principles of anarchy. 
Com­ 
paratively little is known of others 
of the women. 
Such an one is the 
sweetheart of Lingg. The past life 
of the bomb maker has been a m ys­ 
tery until recently. 
It is now 
known that he was engaged to a 
girl named Eda Mueller, who lives 
at 405 W ells St., Chicago, with a 
family named Friedel. 
They did 
not meet until after Lingg was ar­ 
rested, the girl, with the Friedels, 
visiting the jail because they were 
interested in the anarchists. 
Ac- 
Z 
uaintance ripened into love, and 
ingg promised to marry the girl 
upon his release, which he expect­ 
ed to secure. 
For a time Miss 
Mueller had a rival in Miss Friedel. 
Lingg was a native of Manheim, a 
town of 40,000 inhabitants in the 
rand duchy 
of 
Baden. 
Miss 
ueller was very 
much in love 
with Lingg and tried hard to in­ 
duce him to sign a petition to the 
Governor. 
It had been said that 
Miss Mueller furnished the bombs 
which were found in Lingg’s cell, 
but she now denies this. 
She 
“ wanted him to live.” 
Nina Van Zandt is too well 
known to require extended men­ 
tion. 
Ever since her notorious 
“ marriage by proxy” to her con­ 
demned lover she has been a con- 
ctaut visitor to his cell, apparently 
regarding herself as his 
lawful 
wife. 
During the past IO days she 
was not allowed to visit him. 
Schwab’s family consists of a 
wife 
and 
five 
children. 
Mrs. 
Schwab is a sister 
of Rudolph 
Schnaudren, who is supposed to 
have thrown the fatal bomb. 
She 
livds in a pleasant residence on 
Hudson av. 
Her oldest child, Ida, 
is nearly 4; Rudolph, named for 
her fugitive brother, is 2. 
Both 
are very attractive and have spent 
a great deal of time in the county 
jail. 
Mrs. Schwab is quiet and 
reserved and says that as far as 
she understands she is a socialist, 
though not an anarchist. 
Mrs. Fiplden is an Englishwo­ 
man, and seems to be in strange 
company. 
She is blue eyed, very 
practical, and not at a1! imbued 
with anarchistic ideas. 
Fielden 
him self was a Methodist preacher 
in England but fell into bad com­ 
pany in Chicago. 
Of the two 
children Alice is 5 and Samuel I 
year old. 
Engel has a wife and a family of 
grown up children. 
Mrs. Lucy Parsons is as much an 
anarchist as her husband. 
She is 
a native of Texas with a strain of 
Mexican blood. 
She has along 
advised her husband not to appeal 
for extended clemency. 
She has 
two children, Lulu, a bright girl 
of IO, and Albert aged 7. 
Mrs. Johanna Fischer. 
* 
Adolopl' J - 
sc-fter> j , 0 f a totally 
differant type from Mrs. Parsons. 
She is a gentle, soft spoken lady 
who knows nothing of the doc­ 
trines her husband taught. 
She 
was born in Baltimore in I860, and 
was married in St. Louis in 1881, 
when her husband was 19|years 
old. 
She is the mother of three 
children, the youngest born the 
day her husband was condemned 
to death, Oct. IO, 1886. 
In her 
profound grief she rejoiced that the 
newly born was a boy, and named 
him Adolph for his father. 
Her 
oldest, Emma, is nearly 6, and a 
very pretty, bright and cheerful 
girl. 
Charlie three years old, com­ 
pletes the list. 
To these children 
Mrs. 
Fischer 
devotes 
herself, 
suffering quietly and 
patiently. 
She is well educated in German, 
her parents in St. Louis being well 
to do and intelligent people; but 
she can only speak English so as 
to be understood in tho simplest 
conversation. 
Oscar Neebe, who is serving his 
term of 15 years at Joliet, has 
three orphaned 
children 
living 
with their aunt. 
Their mother 
died last March, and her funeral 
was made the occasion of a great 
anarchist parade. 
Lillie, 13 years 
old, is quiet a scholar, speaking 
and writing English and German 
fluently, and fairly well advanced 
in French, music, history, and the 
common branches. 
She acts the 
part of mother to the younger ones 
— N ettie l l years old, and Oscar 7.

It was he who manufactured the 


bombs for the H aym arket riot and in 


whose ceil the bombs were found last 


Sunday. 


How lie secured the weapon with

m ystery as his cell and clothing was

The serious, perhaps fatal, illness ol 
Florence Nightingale is reported. 
Her 
life, which began in 1820, has been spent 
in philanthropic work, but the world 
will especially treasure her 
memory 
because of the humane service which 
she rendered in connection with the 
Crimean war. The names audachive- 
ments of the generals in that great 
war are alm ost forgotten, while the 
name of Florence Nightingale will be 
remembered for generations to come. 


A prominent citizen of St. Louis, 
who had frequented the police court 
and heard accounts of the brutal 
treatm ent of women by their hus­ 
bands, is strongly in favor of the es­ 
tablishm ent of the whipping post as a 
means of punishment for such offend­ 
ers in that state. 
One may question 
his statem ent that Delaware, a whip­ 
pingpost common-wealth, has the best 
regulated society in the Union, but 
scarcely trie fitness of laying the lash 
to the back of the wife beater. 


It appears that the passengers and 
baggage of the probably cholera-infect­ 
ed steamer Independents, are scattered 
far and wide over the country. 
If any 


of this baggage shall escape destruc­ 
tion or thorough fumigation in may 
spread the seeds of cholera in this 
country next year, 
and there are 
many chances that it will not be dis­ 
covered. 
The negligence of the New 
York State quarantine authorities in 
this case can not be too severely con­ 
demned. 


Large consignments of whisky ot 
American manufacture sent to Ger­ 
m any for storage two years ago are 
now returning on the European steam ­ 
ships, the freight both ways and the 
storage being considerably loss 
than 
the cost ot keeping the liquors in bond­ 
ed warehouses in this country. During 
the summer the owners of large dis­ 
tilleries shipped their products 
to 
Bremem and other ports for storage 
and to avoid onerous revenue charges.

T o ld In Detail. 
Louis Lingg, the true arch-anarchist 
and 
“human tiger,” attem pted to 
commit suicide in his cell at five min­ 
utes before 9 o ’clock this morning by 
blowing his face to pieces with a can­ 
dle loaded with dynam ite and a ful­ 
minating cap. 
His face was blown 
out of all semblance of human shape. 
The violent act was affected with a 
candle loaded with dynamite. 
He lit 
the wick and placed the candle in his 
mouth. 
Lingg had acted about as usual all 
the morning, and there was no reason 
to exjieet any event so startling. At 
the time mentioned, a report startled 
everyone in the jail. Mr. Osborne, the 
death watch, 
a t once located the 
sound in Lingg’s cell. 
The door was 
opened instantly,and Lingg was found 
lying on his back. 
The cell was sp at­ 
tered with blood, and ^he air was 
heavy with smoke and the smell of 
dynamite. 
The explosion was heard 
all over the jail, where 
it echoed 
through the corridors and cells with a 
hollow “boom ,” and for a moment 
there was alm ost a panic. 
The bleeding but yet breathing body 
was carried into the jail office and Dr. 
Fenger summoned. 
He, with other 
physicians, 
at once took steps to 
stem the fast flowing life tide and had 
some hope of saving his life for the 
hangman. 
Parsons was at once tak­ 
en out of his cell and searched. 
A 
candle, loaded in a sim ilar manner to 
the one used, was found in Lingg’s 
cell. 
The tallow had been poured 
around a dynam ite catrridge. 
These 
candles had been passed into the jail 
and might have been used by all the 
men so far as is known. 
Everything in the cell was in great 
disorder and spatted with blood. 
A 
representative of the United Press 
met Miss Van Zandt at the door and 
told her what Lingg had done. 
She 
staggered back a step, 
pressed her 
hand to her heart, 
and 
gasped, 
“What?” 
Upon being assured that 
it was indeed true she 
exclaimed 
with great agitation: 
“My God! Has 
it come to this?” The deputy sheriffs 
and bailiffs were so excited that they 
hardly knew what to do. 
Lingg was a horrible sight. 
He 
looked calmly at those around him, 
but of course could not talk. 
Dr. 
Gray thinks he will recover, but it 
will take a long time and he will never 
be able to speak. 
Sheriff M attson 
says the wounded man will be hanged 
tomorrow’, if alive then, 
unless the 
governor shall reprive him. 
Immediately after the explosion, 
Deputy O’Neil rushed into Lingg’s cell, 
which was completely envelo]>ed in 
smoke. 
There 
he 
found 
the 
young anarchist lying on his back 
with great holes in his head, from 
which the blood was rushing in tor­ 
rents. 
He was at once carried into 
the jail office and placed on a table. 
He was still breathing faintly, and 
while I>r. Gray was examining him, he 
coughed slightly,and the blood poured 
forth again from his terrible wounds 
and from his mouth and nose. The 
physician said the man could but live 
an hour or so at the m ost, and he ex­ 
pects his death every minute. 
After awhile Jailer Folz made an ex­ 
am ination of the cell. 
On the floor he 
found a shell of a fulminating cap. 
The sheriff said there had undoubtedly 
been dynam ite in it. 
The supposit ion 
that the man put the shell in his 
mouth, and deliberately applied the 
candle llame is undoubtedly correct. 
The explosion was terrific. It startled 
the officials, who thought it was a 
bomb, the noise was so great. The 
shell was so small as to have allowed 
the smuggling of it into the jail with­ 
out trouble. 
At 10:15 Dr. Gray made a further 
exam ination and found that the ti- 
sues of the throat, the neck and front 
of the jaw had been torn away. 
He 
administered stim ulants, but 
they 
failed to rouse the man, yet the doc­ 
tor states now th at there is a faint 
possibility .that Lin®' may yet recover.

minating cap. 
His face was blown 
out of all semblance of human shape. 
The violent act was affected with a 
candle loaded with dynamite. 
He lit 
the wick and placed the candle in his 
mouth. 
Lingg had acted about as usual all 
the morning, and there was no reason 
to expect any event so start ing. At 
the time mentioned, a report startler! 
everyone in the jail. Mr. Osborne, the 
death watch, 
at once located the 
sound in Lingg’s cell. The door w as 
opened instantly.and Lingg was found 
lying on his back. The cell was spat­ 
tered with blood, and ^he air was 
heavy with smoke and the smell of 
dynamite. The explosion was heard 
all over the jail, where 
it echoer! 
through the corridors and cells wit ha 
hollow “boom ,” and for a moment 
there was alm ost a panic. 
The bleeding but yet breathing body 
was carried into the jail office and Dr. 
Fencer summoned. 
He, with other 
physicians, 
at once took steps to 
stem the last flowing life tide and had 
some hope of saving his life for tile 
hanuman. 
Parsons was at once tak­ 
en out of his cell and searched. 
A 
candle, loaded in a similar manner to 
the one used, was found in Lingg’s 
cell. 
The tallow had been poured 
around a dynamite catrridge. These 
candles had been passed into the jail 
and might have been used by all the 
men so far as is known. 
Everything in the cell was ih great 
disorder and spatted with blood.

He was still breathing faintly, and 
while Dr. Gray was examining nim, he 
coughed slightly,and the blood poured 
forth again from his terrible wounds 
and from his mouth and nose. The 
physician said the man could but live 
an hour or so at the m ost, and he ex­ 
pects his death every minute. 
After awhile Jailer Folz made an ex­ 
amination of the cell. 
On the floor he 
found a shell of a fulminating cap.! 
The sheriff said there had undoubtedly 
been dynamite in it. The supposition 
that the man put the shell in his 
mouth, and deliberately applied the 
candle flame is undoubtedly correct. 
The explosion was terrific. It startled 
the officials, who thought it was a 
bomb, the noise was so great. The 
shell was so small as to have allowed 
the smuggling of it into the jail with­ 
out trouble. 
At 10:15 Dr. Gray made a further 
examination and found that the ti-- 
sues of the throat, the neck and front 
of the jaw had been torn away. He 
administered stimulants, but 
th**y 
failed to rouse the man, yet the doc­ 
tor states now that there is a faint 
possibility .that Lingg may yet recover.

excepted from the c e r a t i o n of the grants. 
is construed hy this office to relate ex ­ 
clusively to lands in granted lim its and

I do no t suppose a single 
s e n a to r ha* changed his views on the s u b ­ 
ject. and. judging by their tr e a tm e n t of it 
a t the las t session, I do n o t deem it w ith­ 
in the hounds of probabilities t h a t they 
would pass a redistricting bill if called in 
e x tr a s«-sion.

Its O r g a n iz a tio n a n d J u r is d ic ­ 
tio n . 


Sketches of Its Members. 


The Supreme Court of the United 
States is the highest authority on 
questions of law or equity in the gov­ 
ernment. 
It has original jurisdiction 
in all cases affecting embassadors or 
public ministers and consuls, and in 
those in which a state shall be a party. 
It has apellate jurisdiction in all cases 
o f an admiralty and maritime charac­ 
ter in controversies 
to which the 
United States shall be a party, between 
citizens of different states; 
between 
citizens of the same state claiming 
lands under grants of different states; 
between the citizens of a state and 
foreign states, citizens or subjects. 
In 
a word, its jurisdiction extends to all 
cases in law or equity arising under 
the constitution or laws of the United 
States and treaties made or which shall 
be made under their authority, 
t This body is composed at present of 
one chief justice and eight associate 
justices, when the bench is full. 
As 
there is a vacancy existing, there are 
now but seven associates. 
The mem­ 
bers of this court are appointed by the 
President by and with the consent of 
the Senate of the United States, their 
term being for life, or during good 
behavior. 
The salary is for the chief 
justice, $10,500 per annum, and for 
each of the at sistant justices, $10,000 
per annum. 
The terms of the court 
are held 
quarterly at W ashington 
City in the old Senate chambers of thf 
I nited States. 
In session this is on< 
of the most dignified bodies in. tb 
world. 


Stephen .T. Field, one of the Asso­ 
ciate Justices of the Supreme Court of 
the United States, was born in Had- 
dam, Connecticut, in 1810 
He after­ 
wards removed to New York and 
studied law with his brother David 
Dudley Field. 
In 1849 he removed to 
California and in 1850 was elected a 
member of the legislature of that 
State. 
In 1857 he was elected a judge 
of the State Supreme Court. 
In 1859 
he was chosen Chief Justice of Cali­ 
fornia. 
In 1863 he was appointed by 
President Lincoln to the position he 
now holds. 
Justice Field is the third 
member of the court in his 71st year. 


NOT AS I W ILL. 


JO SK PII P . B R A D L E Y . 
Joseph P. Bradley, one of the A s­ 
sociate Justices of the United States 
Supreme Court was born at Berne in 
the State of New York in 1813. 
He 
attended the common schools 
tu t 
graduated from Rutger’s College, New 
Jersey in 1830. 
He was admitted to 
the bar at Newark in that State in 
1839. 
He had a very large and lu­ 
crative practice. 
He was formerly a 
Whig in politics, took an active part 
in sustaining the government during 
the war for the Union. 
For twenty 
years, from 1850 to 1870, he was en­ 
gaged in many important legal cases, 
lie was appointed to the position he 
now holds by President Grant, March 
21, 1870. 
Justice Bradley is the oldest 
man on the bench, being in his 75th 
year.

JO H N M. IIA K L A N . 
john M. Harlan, one of the Asso­ 
ciate Justices of the Supreme Court of 
the United States, was born in Ken­ 
tucky, and is about 56 years of age. 
llis father was a Whig and was A t­ 
torney-General of the State of Ken­ 
tucky from 1850 to 136 i. 
He received 
a liiieral legal education but early in 
the struggle for the Union entered the 
service of bis country as Colonel of 
10th 
Kentucky Infantry. 
He was 
elected Attornev-Cieneral of the State 
in 1863, and entered upon the dis­ 
charge of its duties. 
He was prom­ 
inent in the politics of the state and 
had a large legal practice. 
In 1877 he 
was appointed by President Hayes to 
the position be now holds. 
Justice 
Harlan is a man of very commanding 
pretence. 


MORRISON R. WAITE. 
Morrison R. Waite, Chief Justice of 
Ihe Supreme Court of the United 
Stales, was bom at Lyme, Connecti­ 
cut, Nov. 29, 1816. 
He graduated at 
Yale College in 1837, and entered up­ 
on the study of the law. 
He after­ 
wards moved to Ohio, and began to 
pract ce at Maumee City in that State, 
in 1849 he was elected a member of 
the Ohio State Legislature, and moved 
to Toledo in 1850. 
In 1871 and 1872 
he was one of the counsel of the U nit­ 
ed states before the Arbitration tri­ 
bunal at Geneva, Switzerland. 
In 
1873 he presided over the constitutional 
convention of the State of Ohio, and 
on January 21, 1864 he was appointed 
by President to the position he now 
holds. 


f- T A N I L Y >1A TT11K\V S. 
Stanley Matthews,one of the Justices 
of the Supreme Court of the United 
States, is between 50 and 60 years of 
age, and for the greater part of bis 
liie up to the time of his appointment 
was prominent in ihe politics of the 
State of Ohio. 
He held a number of 
positions of honor and trust, and is 
regarded as an able jurist. He was 
appointed 1 v President Garfield, May 
12. 1SSL 
Horace Gray, one of the Associate 
Justices of the supreme Court of the 
United vt ites, is over 50 years of age, 
is a man of liberal education and very 
successful in Massachusetts, the State 
from which he was appointed, as a 
lawyer and jurist. 
He is probably the 
youngest man on the bench. 
He was 
appointed by President Arthur to the 
tosition he now holds Dec. 20, 1881.

A distinguished American physician 
fe:is tiie New York Tribune that the 
prevalence of pneumonia indicates the 
universality of a uric-acid condition of 
tiie blood.—sudden chills always being 
characteristic effects of too much acid 
of one sort and another. 
Tiie disease,as M. Jaccoud ibserves, 
is undoubtedly in the blood, but if in 
the form of permanent microbes or 
germs, these germs must he developed 
by the uric-acid condition of the blood. 
Indeed, they cannot presumably exist 
in alkaline blood. Uric-acid is the name 
for the waste matter of the system, 
which the kidneys, through evident 
though 
unexpected 
impairment, 
have not been able to filter fr.om the 
blood,—the filter being foul and stop­ 
ped up in many of its little hair-like 
tubes. 
The Tribune’s authority says that 
pneumonia is a secondary disorder,

If one lias occasional chills and fe­ 
ver, a tendency to colds in the throat 
and lungs, rheumatic and neuralgic 
pains, extreme tired feelings, short 
breath and pleuritic stitches in the 
side, loss of appetite, backache, nerv­ 
ous unrest—scalding sensations 
or 
scant and discolored fluids, heart flut- 
terings, sour stomach, distressed look, 
puffy eye sacs, ho* and dry skin, loss 
of strength and \ inhty, pneumonia is 
likely to s'. 
n down any day, 
and his recovery will he doubtful. 
These indications may not 
ap­ 
pear together, they may come, disap- 
jiear and re-appear, for years, the per­ 
son not realizing that they are nature’s 
warnings of coming calamity, 
Tiie disease is very quick-acting and 
if the accompanying kidney disorder j 
is very far advanced, recovery is im- j 
possible, for the kidneys give out en- j 
tirely, 
and 
tiie patient is literally j 
suffocated by water. 
The only safeguard againstpneumo- | 
nia is to maintain a vigorous condi­ 
tion of the system and thus prevent!

Ancient and Modern Marches 


Lieutenant W. R. Ham ilton, U. 8. 
A., m the New York Evening Post, 
says: 
“The wonderful marches of the 
ancients are those of the great cap­ 
tains, Xenophon, Alexander, and Ju­ 
lius Ca*sar. 
Xenophon marched his 
10,000 Greek from Sardis to Baby­ 
lon and return, a distance of not less 
than 3,500 miles, 
as it was accom­ 
plished in fifteen months, he must 
have averaged about eight miles a 
day. 
Alexander’s armies rarely made 
more than fourteen miles a day, and 
from a list of over twelve oi Cersar’s 
principal inarches, we find that the 
Romans averaged about fifteen miles 
per day. It must he remembered that 
while t he weight of the arms and ar­ 
mor earned by the soldier of ancient 
times are about the same as the kit 
and outfit of the modern soldier, the 
ancient *was not encumbered 
with 
trains. 
He had no ammunition to 
supply, his food was drawn from the 
country ne marched through, and he 
had no ambulance service. 
When he 
laid siege to a place he sent for his en­ 
gines of war or built them on the spot. 
Corning down to modern times, we 
find that Charles XII., in his pursuit 
of the Saxons, marched from the Vis­ 
tula to the Oder in nine days or at 
the rate ©f thirty miles a day. 
But 
he had only cavalrymen with him. 
The best of all Napoleon’s marches, 
from every point of view, was the 
transfer of his army from Boulogne 
to Ulm in 1805. 
In this he averaged 
twenty miles a day. The best march 
of the Franco-Prussian war was made 
by the army of the Prince Frederick 
Charles. 
It averaged from twelve to 
fifteen miles a day, except the Ninth 
Corps, which was hurried forward to 
Fount a inehleau, when for several days 
it made from nineteen to twenty-one 
miles pel day. The march of Sher­ 
man’s army in the war of the Rebell­ 
ion from Atlanta to the sea was ac­ 
complished in twenty-seven days, an*] 
is, perhaps, the most remarkable feat 
of that kina in the war. 
He tells us 
in his Memoirs that lie aimed to ac­ 
complish fourteen miles a day. These 
inarches, it must be remembered, were 
ail accomplished in a state of war, 
and under 
varying 
circumstances, 
which, however, were, of a generally 
similar nature. 
Different conditions 
will change the character of similar 
objects, and therefore there are many 
marches which are wonderful only in 
being marked by some peculiar char­ 
acteristic of their own. 
Nevertheless 
it is true that the same general results 
may always attend the same combi­ 
nations of physical 
circumstances. 
In the military art, as in all others, 
there are some principles that are un­ 
varying and constant, and it is only 
the execution of rules deduced from 
them that make the facts different.”

The Coldest Ever Observed. 
L ieutenant Schuetze's M ission to the Le­ 
na Delta. 
As we 
approached 
Verehoyansk 
(Northern Siberia) the cold was al­ 
m ost unbearable, compelling a stop 
at nearly every inhabited yourta (na­ 
tive hut), not only on account of our­ 
selves, but nioreowing to the reindeer, 
which suffered visibly during the low 
temperature. 
Fortunately these in­ 
habited yourtas are not far apart as 
one approaches the village. Breathing 
was at times difficult, and on January 
1 0 and 
1 1 , 
188f3, the temperat ure 
sank to—66 degrees Celsius, corre­ 
sponding to 86.80 degrees Fahrenheit 
below zero. 
This is the coldest tem ­ 
perature ever observed, and I after­ 
ward had the satisfaction of estab­ 
lishing it beyond a doubt by ttie agree­ 
ment of the thermometers at Verehoy­ 
ansk, 
observed by exiles who were 
furnished 
with instruments by the 
Central Meteorological observatory 
at Pavlovsk, 
near St. 
Petersburg. 
Verehoyansk thus maintained its rep­ 
utation of being the pole of the great-

u . S. SUPIlEME COURT. 


Its O rganization and Jurisdic­ 
tion. 


S k etch es of Its Member*. 


The Supreme Court of the United 
States is the highest authority on 
•Questions of law or equity in the gov­ 
ernm ent. 
It has original jurisdiction 
in all cases alfecting embassadors or 
public ministers and consuls, and in 
those in which a state shall be a party. 
It has apellate jurisdiction in all cases 
o f an adm iralty and m aritime charac­ 
ter in controversies 
to which the 
United States shall be a party, between 
citizens of different states; 
between 
citizens of the same state claiming 
lands under grants of different states; 
between the citizens of a state and 
foreign states, citizens or subjects. 
In 
a word, its jurisdiction extends to all 
cases in law or equity arising under 
the constitution or laws of the United 
States and treaties made or which shall 
be m ade under their authority. 
This body is composed at present of 
one chief justice and eight associate 
justices, when the bench is full. 
As 
there is a vacancy existing, there are 
now but seven associates. 
The mem­ 
bers of this court are appointed by the 
I ‘resident by and w ith the consent of 
the Senate of the United States, their 
term being for life, or during good 
behavior. 
The salary is for the chief 
justice, $10,500 per annum , and for 
each of the assistant justices, $10,000 
per annum . 
The term s of the court

Quarterly at W ashington 
City in the old Senate chambers of the 
I nited States. 
In session this is on< 
of the most dignified bodies in. th 
world. 


Stephen J. Field, one of the Asso­ 
ciate Justices of the Supreme Court of 
the U nited States, was born in H ad­ 
dam, Connecticut, in 1816 
He after­ 
wards removed to New York and 
studied law with his brother David 
Dudley Field. 
In 1849 he removed to 
California and in 1850 was elected a 
member of the legislature of that 
State. 
In 1857 he was elected a judge 
of the State Supreme C ourt 
In 1859 
I he was chosen Chief Justice of Call* 
I forma. 
In 1863 he was appointed by 
j President Lincoln to the position he 
I now holds. 
Justice Field is the third 
I member of the court in his 71st year.

His father was a Whig and was A t­ 
torney-General of the State of Ken­ 
tucky from 1850 to 186 J. 
He received 
a liberal legal education but early in 
the struggle for the Union entered the 
service of his country as Colonel of 
10th 
Kentucky Infantry. 
He was 
elected Attorney-General of the state 
in 1863, and entered upon the dis­ 
charge of its duties. 
He was prom­ 
inent in the politics of the Mate and 
had a large legal practice. 
In 1877 he 
was appointed by President Hayes to 
the position he now holds.

Harlan is a man of very commanding 
pretence.

Ancient and M odem Marches 


L ieutenant W. R. H am ilton, U. 8. 
A., in the New York Evening Post, 
says: 
“The wonderful marches of the 
ancients are those of the great cap­ 
tains, Xenophon, Alexander, and Ju ­ 
lius C asar. 
X enophon m arched his 
10,000 Greek from Sardis to Baby­ 
lon and return, a distance of not less 
than 3,500 miles, 
as it was accom­ 
plished in fifteen m onths, he m ust 
have averaged ab out eight miles a 
day. Alexander’s arm ies rarely made 
more than fourteen miles a day, and 
from a list of over twelve or Ctnsar’s 
principal marches, we find th a t the 
Homans averaged ab o u t fifteen miles 
per day. It m ust be remembered th a t 
while the weight of the arm s and a r­ 
m or carried by the soldier of ancient 
times are about the same as the kit 
and outfit of the m odern soldier, the 
ancient -was n o t encumbered 
with 
trains. 
He had no am m unition to 
supply, his food was draw n from the 
country ne marched through, and he 
had no am bulance service. When he 
laid siege to a place he sent for his en­ 
gines of war or built them on the spot. 
Coming down to modern times, we 
find th a t Charles X II., in his pursuit 
of the Saxons, marched from the Vis­ 
tu la to the Oder in nine days or a t 
the rate of th irty miles a day. 
B at 
he had only cavalrym en with him. 
The best of all N apoleon’s marches, 
from every point iof view, was the 
transfer of his arm y from Boulogne 
to Ulm in 1805. 
In this he averaged 
tw enty miles a day. The best march 
of the Franco-Pnissian war was made 
by the arm y of the Prince Frederick 
Charles. 
It averaged from twelve to 
fifteen miles a day, except the Ninth 
Corps, which was hurried forward to 
Fountainebleau.w hen forseveral days 
it made from nineteen to twenty-one 
miles per day. The m arch of Sher­ 
m an’s arm y in the war of the Rebell­ 
ion from A tlanta to the sea was ac­ 
complished in twenty-seven days, and 
is, {>erhaps, the most rem arkable feat 
of th a t kina in the war. 
He tells us 
in his Memoirs th a t he aimed to ac­ 
complish fourteen miles a day. These 
marches, it m ust be remembered, were 
all accomplished in a state of war, 
and under v arying 
circumstances, 
which, however, were of a generally 
sim ilar nature. Different conditions 
will change the character of sim ilar 
objects, and therefore there are many 
marches which are wonderful only in 
being marked by some peculiar char­ 
acteristic of their own. Nevertheless 
it is true th a t the same general results 
may always attend the sam e com bi­ 
nations of physical 
circumstances. 
In the m ilitary a rt, as in all others, 
there are some principles th a t are un­ 
varying and constant, and it is only 
the execution of rules deduced from 
them th a t make the facts different.”

The Coldest Ever Observed. 
Lieutenant Schuetze’* Mission to the Le­ 
na Delta. 
As we 
approached Verchoyansk 
(N orthern Siberia) the cold was al­ 
m ost unbearable, compelling a stop 
a t nearly every inhabited y o u rta (na­ 
tive hut), not only on account of our­ 
selves, but nioreowmg to the reindeer, 
which suffered visibly during the low 
tem perature. Fortunately these in­ 
habited vo u rtas are not far a p a rt as 
one approaches the village. Breat hing 
was a t tim es difficult, and on Jan u ary 
IO and l l , 1886, the tem perature 
sank to —66 degrees Celsius, corre­ 
sponding to 86.80 degrees Fahrenheit 
below zero. This is the coldest tem ­ 
perature ever observed, and I after­ 
ward had the satisfaction of estab­ 
lishing it beyond a doubt by the agree­ 
m ent of the therm om eters atV erehoy- 
ansk, observed by exiles who were 
furnished with instrum ents by the 
Central Meteorological observatory 
a t Pavlovsk, near St. Petersburg. 
Verchoyansk thus m aintained its rep­ 
utation of being the pole of the great­ 
est known cold although its latitude « 
is only 68 degrees north.

like for you to notice th a t and see 
how singularly true it is. 
Only a 
short tim e ago the Simms went to tile 
bottom a t Memphis. 
W ithin two 
weeks the Duncan was sunk by an ­ 
other boat below Cincinnati, and the 
third 
steam er—I’ve forgotten 
its 
nam e—was lost still farther down the 
Ahio. The deck hands were all Irish 
in those days, and they formed the 
hotbeds of river superstition. 
But 
the negroes of to-day are about as 
bad. 
If they see a ra t jum p off a boat 
before leaving the wharf they won’t 
make the trip for any consideration. 
I was on the river a good m any years 
and ran several 
trips with Mark 
Twain, or Sam Clemens, as we knew 
him then. 
He was a good story teller 
and a num ber one good fellow a t all 
times. 
Blit there was nothingsrrutty 
about his yarns. 
He was always re­ 
fined in his language, even when a 
young man. 
It used to be our de­ 
light to get up in the pilot house and 
listen to Sam ’s jokes and hear Eb 
Hughes play the fiddle. 
Eb couldn’t 
piay but two tunes—‘G it Off'n Dat 
Log’ and ‘Hell on the W abash’—but 
by alternating the two he and Sam 
could manage to get up quite an en­ 
tertainm ent.”

Suicide of an An valid. 
Sunday morning word was received 
here by Coroner Camp, that a man had 
killed himself some five miles from Mot­ 
ley in Cass county, with the request that 
the authorities hold an inquest if deemed 
necessary. Accordingly F. L. Matteson, 
deputy coroner, went up on Sunday fore­ 
noon and found that Hie man’s name was 
Ncls Gustafson Johnson. 
Johnson was 
a Swede and lived with las brother on a 
claim, having come to this country some 
six years ago. 
He was troubled with 
cancer of the stamach and for years had 
suffered untold agony and which was the 
cause of his taking his life. 
On Saturday 
afternoon he was alone in the house, the 
other members of the family being at 
work in a field near by. 
Hearing the re­ 
port of a gun they hurried to the house 
and found the man tying on the bcd dead, 
he having gotten the shot gun, cocked it 
and placing the muzzle to his stomach 
polled the trigger with his toe, thus end­ 
ing his earthly sufferings. 
A note was 
found written in the Swedish language 
which requested his brother to write 
home to his people and tell them what 
had happened. 
On his person was found 
a paper which bore the following: 
Bt. P a u l, M inn., May 27, 1887. 
This is to certify that Nels G. Johnson 
is suffering from an incurable disease, 
cancer of the stomach, and is unable to 
work. 
D r. H. E. C a s s e l , 
Physician to Bethesda Hospital. 
To Whom it May Concern: 
The bearer of this, Nels Johnson, is 
suffering from cancer of the stomach and 
is unable to earn his living and I believe 
is worthy subject of charily. 
A r t h u r ii. A m b e r , 
City and County Physician. 
The deceased was 44 years old and un­ 
married, his father and sister having 
died from tke same disease which affected 
him. The family of his brother, being 
in reduced circumstances, the county 
commissioners were called upon to pro­ 
vide a decent burial, which they did. 
We are indebted to Mr. Matteson for 
the above facts. 


A Peculiar Death. 
Monday evening the body of James 
Chiddeck 
was 
brought to 
Losey & 
Dean’s undertaking rooms 
from 
the 
woods. 
The deceased has been employed 
as cook at Simsou & Hurd’s camp, soma 
sixty miles nortli of Brainerd, 
lie was 
a dissipated man and had been on a three 
week’s sprecln this city, but Sunday he 
started for the camp again and got up 
some twenty miles where he stopped at 
a hunter’s camp to spend the night. 
He 
had a quantity of alcohol with bim and 
in the course of the evening he fixed up 
some of it by adding sugar and hot 
water. 
This he asked the hunter to par­ 
take of, who tasted it and remarked th a t 
there was something wroag with the 
mixture, but Chiddeck said it was all 
right and took a big drink of it. 
Im ­ 
mediately after taking his drink the 
hunter said he felt a peculiar sensation 
about the heart and in his limbs and 
after lying down a while he felt his 
joints stiffening. 
He got up and moyed 
around and the feeling left him, but 
Chiddeck began to complain and called 
for water and finally got up and ate 
something after winch he said lie felt 
greatly relieved and again retired to his 
bunk. 
In a short time be roused up and 
called to bis companion 
saying “ I'm 
gone, 
take 
my band,” 
repeating it 
several time, and before anything could 
be done he was dead. 
On looking at 
the bottle in winch Chiddeck had mixed 
the alcohol in he found that it had 
previously 
contained 
a quantity 
of 
aconite, but whether there was any in 
at that time he did nat know, but pro­ 
bably there was and that the drink he 
took killed him. 
Coroner Camp decided 
that no inquest was necessary and the 
remains were buried in tho potter’s field. 
The deceased came from New Bruns­ 
wick where we are informed he has a 
family. 


That Herd Law. 
It was well known that a herd law for 
some portion of Cass county was passed 
by the last legislature, but what terri­ 
tory it covered, or w hat its provisions 
were no one seemed to know. 
We have 
just obtatined a copy cf the law and are 
able to state, for the benefit of the par­ 
lies interested, that the law applies to 
township 133 in range 29 only, and for­ 
bids the running at large of cattle, horsey 
sheep, swine, etc., unless properly herded, 
from A pril 1st to October 31st in any 
year. 
The law makes persons who suffer 
t heir stock to run at large contrary to said 
act, liable for all damages, and gives 
owners or occupants of lands upon winch

Suicide o f an A nvalid. 
Sunday morning word was received 
here by Coroner Camp, that a man had 
killed himself some five miles from Mot­ 
ley in Cass county, with the request that 
the authorities hold an inquest if deemed 
necessary. Accordingly F. L. Matteson, 
deputy coroner, went up on Sunday fore­ 
noon and found that the man’s uamewas 
Ncls Gustafson Johnson. 
Johnson was 
a Swede and lived with his brother on a 
claim, having come to this country some 
six years ago. He was troubled with 
cancer of the stamach and for years had 
suffered untold agony and which was the 
cause of his taking his life. On Saturday 
afternoon he was alone In the house, the 
other members of the family being at 
work in a field near by. 
Hearing the re­ 
port of a gun they hurried to the house 
and found the man I;m g on the bcd dead, 
he having gotten the shot gun, cocked it 
and placing the muzzle to his stomach 
polled the trigger with his toe, thus end­ 
ing his earthly sufferings. A note was 
found written in the Swedish language 
which requested his brother to write 
home to his people and tell them what 
had happened. 
On his person was found 
a paper which bore the following: 
Br. Paul, Mink., May 27, 1887. 
This is to certify that Nets G. Johnson 
is suffering from an incurable disease, 
cancer of the stomach, and is unable to 
>rk. 
D r. H. E. C a s s e l, 
Physician to Bethesda Hospital. 
To Whom it May Concern: 
The bearer of this, Nels Johnson, is 
suffering from cancer of the stomach and 
is unable to earn his living and I believe 
is worthy subject of charity. 
A r t h u r 15. A m b er, 
City and County Physician. 
The deceased was 44 years old and un­ 
married, his father and sister having 
died from the same disease which affected 
him. The family of his brother, being 
in reduced circumstances, the county 
commissioners were called upon to pro­ 
vide a decent burial, which they did. 
We are indebted lo Mr. Matteson for 
the alleve facts. 


A Peculiar Death.

woods. 
T he deceased h as lice n cm ployed 
as cook at Simsou & Hurd’s camp, some 
sixty miles north of Brainerd. 
He was 
a dissipated man and had been on a three 
week’s spree in this city, but Sunday he 
started for the camp again and got up 
some twenty miles where he stopped at 
a hunter’s camp to spend the night. 
He 
had a quantity of alcohol with him and 
in the course of the evening he fixed up 
some of it by adding sugar and hot 
water. 
This lie asked the hunter to par­ 
take of, who tasted it and remarked that 
there was something wroag with the 
mixture, but Chiddeck said it was all 
right and took a big drink of it. 
Im ­ 
mediately after taking his drink the 
hunter said he felt a peculiar sensation 
about the heart and in his limbs and 
after lying down a while he felt his 
joints stiffening. 
He got up and inoyed 
around and the feeling left him, but 
Chiddeck began to complain and called 
for water and finally got up and ate 
something after which he said be felt 
greatly relieved and agaiu retired to bis 
bunk. 
In a short time be roused up and 
called to his companion saying “ I’m 
gone, 
take 
my hand,” 
repeating it 
several time, and before anything could 
be done be was dead. On looking at 
the bottle in which Chiddeck had mixed 
the alcohol in be found that it had 
previously 
contained 
a quantity 
of 
aconite, but whether there was any in 
at that time he did net know, but pro­ 
bably there was and that the drink he 
took killed kim. 
Coroner Camp decided 
that no inquest was necessary and the 
remains were buried in the potter’s field. 
The deceased came from New Bruns­ 
wick where we are informed he has a 
family. 


That Herd Law. 
It was well known that a herd law for 
some portion of Cass county was passed 
by the last legislature, but what terri­ 
tory it coyered, or what its provisions 
were no one seemed to know. 
We have 
just obtained a copy cf the law and are 
able to state, for the benefit of the par­ 
ties interested, that the Jaw applies to 
township 133 in range 29 only, and for­ 
bids the running at large of cattle, horses, 
sheep, swine, etc., unless properly herded, 
from April 1st to October 31st in any 
year. The law makes persons who suffer 
their stock to run at large contrary to said 
act, liable for all damages, and gives 
owners or occupants of lands upon winch 
cattle, etc., are found trespassing, the 
right to restrain such cattle without re­ 
gard to the sufficiency of fences; and 
when such distress is made, the damage 
is to be appraised, the cattle disposed of 
and such action taken in the premises as 
is provided by the general statutes re­ 
lating to distraining beasts doing dam­ 
age.
